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CHANGES IN MEMBERSHIP OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Roger H. Gilman, a member of the Division Executive Committee, was 
installed as Chairman of the Executive Committee at the meeting held during 

the ASCE New York convention. Mr. Gilman succeeds Captain Lewis C. Coxe 
who remains as a member of the Executive Committee. 

Captain Coxe, a member of the “Task Committee on Water Resources” re- 
ported that the Task Committee is studying the organization of ASCE in rela- 
tion to the water resources problem of the country. 

Col. Lawrence B. Feagin, new member of the Executive Committee and 
former Chairman of the Session Programs Committee was installed as Vice- 
Chairman. Col. Feagin replaces Mr. Charles M. Wellons, past-Chairman, 
who has completed his term of office in the Committee. 

Mr. Evan W. Vaughan remains as Secretary of the Executive Committee. 


SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN DIVISION MEMBERSHIP 


Membership in the Waterways and Harbors Division reached a total of 
1037 in November, 1957. This compares with a total of 290 members in 
November 1955 and represents an increase of nearly 260% in Division en- 
rollment in a period of two years. While part of this increase is due to initia- 
tion of registration of members in two divisions since 1955, much of it has 
resulted from the activities of the members of the Waterways and Harbors 
Division in presenting sessions at conventions and in preparing technical 
papers, and in carrying out the Division’s activities through its various 
technical and administrative committees. 


DIVISION BUDGET APPROVED 


The Society has approved a 1957-58 budget for the Waterways and Harbors 
Division of $1,700 for administrative expenses and $3,200 for technical 
committees.

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WATERWAYS AND HARBORS CONFERENCE 


The Waterways and Harbors conference held at Princeton University on 
November 1 was one of the outstanding features of the ASCE’s New York 
convention. At the conference, members of the staff of the Port of New York 
Authority and the faculty of Princeton University presented four papers deal- 
ing with the planning and design of ports and harbors. Following the technical 
sessions a luncheon at the Princeton Inn was addressed by Dr. James D. 
Brown, Dean of the Faculty at Princeton. Dr. Brown discussed the utilization 
of engineers with particular reference to the role of the engineer in govern- 
mental and industrial planning. More than 130 attended the technical sessions 
and the luncheon. 


NEW POLICY ON MANUALS OF ENGINEERING PRACTICE 


The ASCE Board of Direction at the October convention approved a new 
policy relating to the issuance of manuals of engineering practice. The policy 
requires that all technical reports of Society Committees be presented in the 
appropriate Division Journal with opportunity for discussions and comment. 

If the Division desires publication of a group of the reports as a manual of 
engineering practice, the Executive Committee must petition the Board of 
Direction for authority to prepare the manual. On approval by the Board, the 
Committee preparing the report can proceed with final revisions. Previously, 
committees preparing material for a manual could secure action from the 
Board of Direction only after a complete manuscript was submitted for re- 
view and official approval. Until this approval was given, the work of a com- 
mittee was subject to rejection. Moreover, under this new policy the work of 
a Committee will be presented to the membership in the Division Journal, for 
discussion and comment. 


COMMITTEE ON COOPERATION WITH LOCAL SECTIONS 


The Committee on Cooperation with Local Sections has been reconstituted 
under the chairmanship of Francis G. Christian. The Committee is investi- 
gating means by which the activities of the Waterways and Harbors Division 
can be brought to the attention of local sections. The Committee will also 

encourage local sections to plan meetings on Waterways and Harbors mat- 

ters. The other members of the Committee are James H. Holcombe, Floyd 
D. Peterson, and John D. Turney. 


COMMITTEE ON SESSION PROGRAMS HAS ACTIVE YEAR 


During 1956-57 the Session Programs Committee arranged nine sessions 
at three conventions. A total of 34 papers was presented, most of which 
have already been published in the Division Journal. 


Pittsburgh Convention - October 1956 


The Session Programs Committee arranged for two sessions developed 
by the Committees on Navigation and Flood Control and on Ports and 
Harbors. The Committee also arranged for co-sponsorship of two other 
sessions with the Hydraulics Division. Material for these sessions was 
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developed by the Committee on Coastal Engineering. A luncheon addressed 
by Major Gen. E. C. Itschner, Chief of Engineers, U. S. Army was sponsored 
by the Division in cooperation with the Hydraulics and Construction Divisions. 
The attendance at the technical sessions ranged from about 40-80 while over 
200 attended the luncheon. The Waterways and Harbors Division sponsored a 
boat trip of Pittsburgh’s industrial waterfront. 


Jackson Convention - February 1957 


The Session Programs Committee arranged for two technical sessions at 
which attendance ranged from 75 to 100. The Division co-sponsored with the 
Hydraulics Division a luncheon addressed by Major General J. R. Hardin at- 
tended by about 150. 


Buffalo Convention - June 1957 


The Session Programs Committee arranged for three technical sessions 
in co-sponsorship with the Hydraulics Division. Attendance ranged from 75 
to 100. Arrangements for the Division’s sessions were made by Col. L. W. 
Olmstead, Buffalo District Engineer, Corps of Engineers. 


Future Convention Plans 


Plans for the Chicago convention in February 1958 are nearly complete. 
The Waterways and Harbors Division will sponsor two technical sessions and 
co-sponsor a luncheon with the Structural Division. Arrangements are being 
handled by Brig. Gen. L. J. Rumaggi, who succeeded Brig. Gen. P. D. Berrigan 
as North Central Division Engineer, Corps of Engineers, and Member of the 
Session Programs Committee. 

Mr. F. S. Brown, Chief of the Engineering Division, North Pacific Division, 
Corps of Engineers is arranging for two technical sessions, one of which 
would be sponsored jointly with the Hydraulics Division, for the Portland 
convention in June 1958. The program for the annual convention in New York 
in October, 1958 has not yet been finalized, but consideration is being given to 
the presentation of three technical sessions. 

Col. C. T. Newton, Los Angeles District Engineer, Corps of Engineers is 
handling arrangements for the Los Angeles convention in 1959. 

Mr. Raymond W. Sauer has succeeded Col. Lawrence B. Feagin as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Session Programs. Arrangements for the 1957 
New York convention were made by Robert J. Winters, while Adm. W. Mack 


Angus, handled the Waterways and Harbors Conference at Princeton 
University. 


COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATIONS RECOMMENDED 26 PAPERS 
FOR PUBLICATION 


Between October 1956 and October 1957 five journals were published by 
the Waterways and Harbors Division. In this period the Committee on 
Publications received thirty-two papers, twenty-one of which were recom- 
mended for publication nine are in process of review and two were withdrawn 
or dropped. The Committee also recommended for publication five papers 
carried over from the previous year and two additional papers are in the 
process of revision by the authors. General Ellsworth I. Davis served as 
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Committee Chairman from October 1956 to March 1957 when he was suc- 
ceeded by Jay V. Hall, Jr. General Davis remains on the Committee together 
with John M. Buckley, Joseph M. Caldwell, and James W. Dunham. 


Board Commendation 


The Waterways and Harbors Division shared honors with the Power Divis- 
ion in a commendation by the Board of Direction for publications in 1956. In 
that year, the Waterways and Harbors Division Journals included 9 per cent 
of the entire technical publications output of the Society, while the Division’s 
enrolled membership was less than 2 per cent of all those enrolled for the 
Journals. 

Credit for this achievement is due to the Committee on Session Programs 
and the Committee on Publications of the Division for their efforts in solici- 
tation and processing of papers, as well as to those technical committees that 
have so actively sponsored papers in their particular fields of interest. 


COMMITTEE ON RESEARCH 


The Division Committee on Research, formed during 1956, has nominated 
Robert Y. Hudson, Sr. for consideration by the ASCE Research Committee for 
his work on rubble-mound breakwaters. The Division Committee has also 
prepared and submitted to ASCE a list of Waterways and Harbors Research 
projects appropriate for smaller private laboratories. 

The Research Committee has reviewed a paper on “Great Lakes Harbors” 
and concluded that no further action is needed at this time. The report on 
diversions prepared by a former committee of the Waterways and Harbors 
Division is still under study. The Research Committee is continuing to en- 
courage the publication of the results of research projects completed or 
underway. Members of the Division Research Committee are Gen. Herbert 
D. Vogel (Chairman), Frank W. Edwards, Joe W. Johnson, Howard J. Marsden 
and Col. Andrew P. Rollins, Jr. 


COMMITTEE ON THE REGULATION AND STABILIZATION OF RIVERS 


Joseph F. Friedkin succeeds Leo Odum as Chairman of the Committee, on 
the Regulation and Stabilization of Rivers. As of this date, Mr. Friedkin is 
selecting the other members of the Committee. 


COMMITTEE ON COASTAL ENGINEERING FORMS TASK COMMITTEES 


The Committee on Coastal Engineering headed by Richard O. Eaton has 
organized two task committees. Thorndike Saville, Jr. will head a task com- 
mittee to investigate and report on the present state of knowledge concerning 
the employment and design of sand by-passing systems. The other task com- 
mittee members are J. W. Dunham, W. J. Herron, Omar Lillevang, M. N. 
Lipp, G. M. Watts and J. W. Johnson. 

Kenneth Peel will chairman the task committee investigation the use of 
groins for coastal shore protection. The other task committee members are 
W. Mack Angus, Charles Senour, F. H. Dachant, Per Bruun, S. R. Middleton, 
R. L. Weigel, and J. K. Rankin. 

The task Committees will probably complete their work by October 1958 
so that their reports can be published in the Waterways and Harbors Division 
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Journal. After discussion of these reports the task committees will be ex- 
pected to prepare a final report which may be published in the form of a 
manual. 

The Coastal Engineering Committee has begun collection of data on the 
policies and regulations of each of the 28 coastal states for administration of 
tidal and submerged lands. If sufficient data can be obtained the Committee 
hopes to prepare a report on this subject. The other members of the Com- 
mittee are James R. Ayers, Herbert C. Gee, Joe W. Johnson, and J. K. 
Rankin. 


COMMITTEE ON NAVIGATION AND FLOOD CONTROL FACILITIES 
PLANS PAPERS 


Mr. Charles F. MacNish, Chairman of this Committee reports that more 
than ten papers are being prepared for presentation at future conventions. 
Among the subjects that are being considered are the Passamaquoddy tidal 
power project, port handling facilities, supertanker berthing facilities and the 
St. Lawrence Seaway. Committee members are A. F. Griffen, L. W. Angell, 
W. A. Robinson, L. H. Burpee and R. V. Meland. 


COMMITTEE ON PORTS AND HARBORS STUDIES CRITERIA 
FOR PORT DESIGN 


Mr. Frank W. Herring, Chairman of the Committee on Ports and Harbors 
reports that his committee has discussed the possibility of preparing a manual 
of port design criteria. The Committee determined that any such manual 
would probably have to be built up by means of papers prepared by mambers 
of the Division. The American Association of Port Authorities has expressed 
considerable interest in the development of such a manual. 

Because of the additional duties recently imposed on him, Mr. Herring 
tendered his resignation as Chairman of the Committee on Ports and Harbors. 
Mr. J. D. M. Luttman-Johnson was appointed a member of the Committee. 
Other Committee members are C. W. Garrison, W. F. Heavy, H. W. McCurdy, 
G. T. Treadwell, R. R. Shoemaker. 


AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF PORT AUTHORITIES CONVENTION 


At the AAPA Convention held in New York in October 1957 many important 
committee reports and papers of interest to members of the Waterways and 
Harbors Division were presented. The AAPA Committee on Harbors and 
Shipping reported that nearly $230,000,000 was appropriated for navigation 
projects by Congress for the 1958 fiscal year. This appropriation provides 
funds for planning and construction work on 88 navigation projects, 74 of 
which are continued from the previous year. The Committee reported also 
that the 1958 public works appropriation bill included $10,000,000 for de- 
ferred channel maintenance at major U. S. ports, and a total of about 
$1,000,000 for navigation review studies. The AAPA Committee chairman 
is Roger H. Gilman, Chairman of the Waterways and Harbors Division 
Executive Committee. 

The AAPA Committee on Port Construction and Development submitted a 
report outlining the general standards for marine terminal design and the 
trends which must be considered in the design of general cargo terminals. 
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The report included also a summary of the expansion activities at many of 
the Great Lakes and Coastal ports. The appendix to the Committee’s report 
included a list of references to papers and articles pertaining to port 
terminals development and construction. Many of these were taken from 
the Journal of the Waterways and Harbors Division. Economic analyses of 
typical general cargo terminals at Boston, Los Angeles, San Diego, Long 
Beach and New York are also given in the appendix. The AAPA Committee 
Chairman is Robert R. Shoemaker.
